# Voters approve plans for $995,000 
renovation/addition at current fire hall 


Last week, Melrose Towhship resi- 


dents turned out at the polls to put © 


their stamp of approval on a $995,000 
bond issue for an expanded and reno- 
vated fire hall. “It was successful,” 
said Melrose Township supervisor 
Mike Webster. The vote, 129-83, was 
“a little closer” than Webster had ex- 
pected going into 
the election: he 
was, however, 
delighted by the 
approval. “It’s 
exciting. People 
are definitely 
pumped up. It’ll 
be a nice addition 
to the commu- 
nity.” 

The addition. 
literally, will take 
the form of 5,900 
square feet to be 
added onto the existing fire hall, lo- 
cated on M-75 in the village of 
Walloon Lake, including two new 
firetruck bays, a 55-foot by 25-foot 
meeting/training room facility, basic 
kitchen facilities for small community 
functions, two offices for the town- 
ship, and one for fire service. 

The plans, as approved, also in- 
clude space for the Walloon Lake Post 
Office to continue operation until a

permanent location is secured. 

Now that the millage proposal has 
been approved by voters, the town- 
ship will take out a low-interest loan 
to be paid over 30 years, with a maxi- 
mum levy of | mill. 

The new addition couldn't come 
too soon for Webster and fire chief 
Dennis Howard, 
who earlier this 
year noted that 
“we were in a 
need mode.” In 
recent months, 
the fire depart- 
ment has been 
storing fire appa- 
ratus offsite due 
toa lack of space, 
and has suffered 
from a lack of 
space for group 
activities re- 
quired by emergency services includ- 
ing homeland security training. 

The township, likewise, according 
to Webster, has struggled with the lack 
of sufficient office space and a meet- 
ing hall. 

The next step in the timeline, 
Webster said, is in the hands of the 
project architects. The expectation is, 
however, that the project will be put 
out to bid “within the month.” 


Recall effort fails in 
Eveline Township 


After months’ worth of signature 
gathering and preparation for a spe- 
cial election in the recall effort aimed 
at Eveline Township supervisor Dan 
Skrzeczkoski and clerk Don Hayden, 
voters elected to keep the two offi- 
cials on board. 

Skrzeczkoski retained his position 
by 100 votes, 268-168, and Hayden 
kept his post by a vote of 231-207. 

The recall effort, spearheaded by 


the Eveline Township Preservation

Ferguson, was initiated last year, 


‘claiming that Skrzeczkoski did “not 
faithfully represent the citizens of ° 


Eveline Township,” and that Hayden 
had shown “deliberate disregard” for 
the ordinances and citizens of Eveline 
Township. The claims stem prima- 
rily from issues regarding a wind-tur- 
bine generator ordinance.

Disc golf is a blemish on Avalance Preserve 


TO THE EDITOR: 


Shame on you, Boyne City Parks and Recreation and _ 


City Commissioners! Shame on you for the abhorrent des- 
ecration that you have permitted to occur with the addi- 
tion of: Disc Golf to Boyne City’s Avalanche Preserve. 

What part of the word preserve didn’t you understand? 
For decades, this area had been the last parcel of public 
land within city limits designated as a peaceful refuge for 
hikers and site seers. 

Now, without forethought and formal procedure, this 
area has been declared as “Avalanche Disc Golf Course.” 

And yes, that's exactly what it currently is. Isn’t it bad 
enough that the citizens of Boyne City cannot look out 
onto our open water without it being blemished by 
manmade obstacles? 

You, the Commissioners of Boyne City. had to mangle 
and destroy the one peaceful trail of forest, wildflowers. 
and greenery left in this town. 

Now these trails are littered with 18 six-foot metal mon- 
strosities, picnic tables have been dragged up the hillsides. 
and huge metal waste receptacles are placed in areas that 
now need to be further intruded upon by trucks for main- 
tenance. Not to mention the regular mowing of the mead- 
ows that will now need to occur, not needed until you 
decided that this is what the people of Boyne City could 
not live without, another golf course. 

Due to your lack of proper procedure and forethought, 
you have forever uglified and negatively altered the last 
parcel of beautiful hiking trails available to pedestrian 
visitors to our fair city. 

Never mind that it is unclear who is responsible for 
decisions regarding the use of public- and city-owned 
lands. What does it mean when representatives of the 
city tell citizens that a master plan and map of these areas 
are “under development” and not available to the public? 
What does it mean when after concems are presented 
during several meetings with the parks and recreation 
commission, and a City official tells citizens that the bas- 
kets on the trails will be removed, and that trail users will 
be consulted regarding their relocation?

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allowed. 

Oh, sure, you can still hike the trails. If you don’t mind 
the interruption and distraction of ugly metal as you walk 
among the steep winding trails. 

Or the additional smell of cigarette smoke and the flung 
butts on the path. — 

Or the beer cans that sit on the picnic tables. All of 
these have gone from being a rare occasion to a regular 
occurrence with this addition of this wonderful new ac- 
tivity, disc golf. 

Oh, did I forget to mention the destructive trampling of 
wildflowers, mushrooms, and other natura] observances 
as the inept throwers ricochet their discs off trees and they 
bounce into pristine greenery and wildlife areas? 

Or the added litter, including the forgotten discs of us- 
ers unwilling to go into the woods when they miss their 
baskets? 

And the summer traffic and tournaments haven't even 
hit yet. 

And how did all this come to be? Did the Commission 
take the time to research this activity and the impact it

Well, 
take a look at some of the wording of the advertising that 
is currently surrounding this scenic area. 

And the next time you hike the footpaths, climb those 
stairs, and sit on the benches to view the surrounding ar- 
eas and sunset, take a peek at the metal atrocities lurking 
just behind you. 

And don’t forget to duck.

Northern Lakes Economic Alliance — 
announces technology initiative program 


Work has commenced on a telecommuni- 
cations planning project for expanded tech- 
nology infrastructure in Antrim, Charlevoix 
and Emmet Counties. The project, titled Link 
NLEA, is an initiative of the Northern Lakes 
Economic Alliance aimed at leveraging tech- 
nology for economic growth through the ex- 
pansion of telecommunications infrastruc- 
ture in the three-county area. 

The $90,000 project is funded by a 
LinkMichigan Regional Planning Grant pro- 
vided by the Michigan Economic Develop- 
ment Corporation (MEDC), along with lo- 
cal matching funds. According to Link 
NLEA coordinator Sheri Rhoads, the goal 
of the Link NLEA project is to have an 
implementable plan for the development of 
broadband services in the three-county area. 

Rhoads noted that an MEDC study iden- 
tified the potential for 500,000 new jobs 
statewide in the next 10 years and an increase 
of $440 billion in gross state product (GSP) 
due to telecommunications infrastructure ad- 
vances in the State. The Link NLEA work 
plan includes the following general areas: 

* Public education to raise awareness, en- 
gender a sense of community ownership, and 
confirm that the Link NLEA effort is vital 
and will have tangible results. 

* Focus group research to gain qualitative 
information about user needs and future de- 


mands. 


* Needs assessment of the constituency 
to identify where populations and business 


areas exist and are planned/desired, and 
what demand can be anticipated. 

* Inventory of telecom infrastructure 
that exists and is planned, including de- 
ployment decision-making criteria. 

* Mapping of telecom infrastructure 
and user needs. 

* Identifying technology options to 


meet user demand, including projected 


costs and potential funding sources. 

* Identifying rights-of-way challenges 
and other challenges to service providers. 

* Community meetings to present the 
final report and recommend options for 
deployment. 

The Northern Lakes Economic Alliance 
created Link NLEA and wrote a $67,500 
LinkMichigan Regional Telecommunica- 
tions Planning Grant application for the 
project. A regional steering committee 
composed of representatives from busi- 
ness, government and education is guid- 
ing the process. To support the local match 
of the planning grant, agencies and orga- 
nizations within the three counties com- 
mitted to up to $22,500. The project 
should be completed by fall, 2003. 

The Northern Lakes-Economic Alliance 
is anon-profit community and economic 
development organization. Its mission is 
to enhance the economy in Antrim,

WHEN YOU CAN’T USE ALL YOUR MORELS AT ONCE . 


In a good season, morel hunters of- 
ten find themselves confronted with a 
happy problem -- more morels than 
they know what to do with, Fortu- 
nately, there are a few ways to preserve 
those tasty treats for future enjoyment. 

Morels can be frozen, canned, or 
dried. 

Before freezing, cook them first un- 
til they are covered by their own juice. 


To dry morels using a simple and 
effective method, spread the cleaned 
material on trays made of screen. 
Stack them in a rack with 8 to 10 
inches between each tray and devise 
a protective wall around the sides of 
the rack. 

A heating unit with a control on it 
so the heat can be regulated to keep 
the trays warm, but not hot, can be 


placed under the shelves. The heat 
should be constant until the morels are 
completely dry. 

Allow space for air to enter at the 
bottom of the drier and for moist air 
to get out at the top. A fan hastens the 
drying process but is not essential. 

When drying is complete, place mo- 
rels in a glass or metal container and 
seal,

TRUE MORELS 
(MORCHELLA) 

Though they vary in size 
and color, each true morel 
(Morchella esculenta, 
Morchella angusticeps, and 
Morchella crassipes) has a 
hollow, more or less cone- 
shaped head connected at 
the base to the hollow neck. 
There is no break between 
the head and neck. 

The one exception (and 
there always has to be at 
least one) is Morchella 
hybrida. The upper two- 
thirds of its head and the 
neck or stalk run together, 
with the lower third hang- 
ing loose over the stalk. 
Though considered edible, 
the head is small in propor- 
tion to the long neck.

Gyromitra esculenta. Or it 
can resemble a saddle as in 
Gyromitra infula. 

But in every instance the 
cap is attached only at the 
top of the stalk, with the rest 
of it hanging free. 

The caps of Verpa and 
Gyromitra species may be 
fairly smooth, exceedingly 
wrinkled, puffed out, 
ridged or folded. Remem- 
ber, the Morchella cap is 
pitted. 


It wouldn't be so necessary to tell one mushroom 
from the next if they were all equally good to eat, but 
this is not the case. Some will make you sick with symp- 
toms or combinations of symptoms as cramps, nau- 
sea, loss of muscular control, hallucinations, diarrhea 


or coma. Others are absolutely deadly. The rest rate 
varying degrees of “edible” or “poisonous.” 

This makes it absolutely essential before you col- 
lect mushrooms for food that you be positively certain 
of the mushroom you' re after.

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ORDINANCE # 142U 
AN ORDINANCE TO 
AMEND THE ZON- 
ING CODE FOR THE 
CITY OF EAST 
JORDAN 


THE CITY OF EAST 
JORDAN ORDAINS: 


The Zoning Code for 
the City of East Jordan, is 
hereby amended as fol- 
laws: 

Section 11a.03.D. 
amended as follows: 

D. Outdoor café service, 
operated by a restaurant or 
other food establishment 
which seils food for imme- 
diate consumption, in ac- 
cordance with the provi- 
sions of Article XVII, "Spe- 
cial Uses", provided the fol- 
lowing conditions are met: 

Outdoor cafés may be 
permitted in a public right- 
of-way, within the bound- 
aries of a parcel or lot. 

An annual permit must 
be secured from the City for 
temporary use of the public 
right-of-way. However, no 
use of the right-of-way will 
be permitted during special 
events as designated by the 
City Commission. 

A minimum of four (4) 
feet of public sidewalk along 
the curb and leading to the 
entrance of the establish- 
ment must be maintained 
free of tables, benches, 
waste receptacles, fire hy- 
drants and other encum- 
brances. If the sidewalk is 


. Not wide enough to allow a 


four (4) foot wide clearance 
for circulation, the outdoor 
café shail not be permitted 
on a public sidewalk. 

Pedestrian circulation 
and access to building en- 
trances shall not be im- 
paired. 

Additional signs shal! not 
be permitted beyond those 
permitted for the existing 
food establishment. 

The outdoor café must 
be kept clean, litter-free and 
with a well-kept appearance 
within and immediately ad- 
jacent to the area of the 
tables and chairs. Addi- 
tional outdoor waste recep- 
tacles may be required. 

Written procedures for 
cleaning as well as waste 
containment and removal 
responsibilities shall be in- 
cluded with all applications 
and approved by the Plan- 
ning Commission prior to 
issuance of a permit. 

Tables, chairs, planters, 
waste receptacies and 
other elements of street fur- 
niture shall be compatible 
with the architectural char- 
acter of the adjacent build- 
ings. If table umbrellas will 
be used, they shall comple- 
ment building colors. When 
notin use, all tables, chairs, 
umbrellas and other furni- 
ture and fixtures must be 
stored inside the building or 
in an alternate location 
other than a public side- 
walk. 

Outdoor cafés are per- 
mitted seasonally between 
April 1 and October 31. 

The hours of operation 
tor the outdoor café shall be 
established and noted with 
the permit. 

The outdoor café or its 
operation shall not damage, 
stain or discolor any part‘of 
the sidewalk or public right- 
of-way. 

The outdoor café shall 
provide evidence of insur- 
ance coverage naming the 
City as an additional in- 
sured party in an amount 
acceptable to the City. 


Amend Section 17.22 
and add Section 17.24 to 
Article XVII as follows: 

Delete the words tattoo 
parlors from Section 17.22, 
Adult Only Businesses, A.

No displays shall be 
within any required front 
yard setback. 

Property used for such 
business shall no abut a 
residential zone. 

The applicant shall pro- 
vide adequate information 
and evidence that the spe- 
cial use will be operated, 
maintained and managed 
so as to be harmonious with 
‘the surrounding neighbor- 
hood. 

Change Section 11.93, 
C1 Permitted principal spe- 
cial uses with conditions, 
item D, as tollows: 

D. Tattoo parlors and/or 
body piercing establish- 
ments, subject to the addi- 
tional provisions of Section 
17.24, 

Add the following to Sec- 
tion 11a.03, Permitted prin- 
cipal special uses with con- 
ditions: 

Tattoo parlors and/or 
body piercing establish- 
ments, subject to the addi- 
tional provisions of Section 
17.24, 

Add the following defini- 
tions to Article I. Section 
2.02 

Body Piercing: The per- 
foration of human tissue, 
other than an ear, for a non- 
medical purpose and other 
than perforation of human 
tissue by a licensed medi- 
cal practitioner. 

Body Piercing establish- 
ment: An establishment 
where body piercing is per- 
formed, whether or not it is 
in exchange for compensa- 
tion or any other form of 
consideration. 

Tattoo parlor: Any place

|, The bed and breakfast 
facility shall produce no ex- 
cessive noise, traffic, glare 
or other nuisance that 
would be detrimental to the 
character of the neighbor- 
hood. 

m. In the event the Plan- 
ning Commission deter- 
mines that noise generation 
may be disturbing to neigh- 
bors, or that the location of 
the establishment is in an
